And 
the basis all the economy 
abundance with the central fact 
increasing national output now the hun- 
dred billion dollar classification with annual 
spiraling wage increases, and longer vaca- 
tions, shorter work weeks, coffee breaks. 
and other fringe benefits. 
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This New Brave World 


Such new brave world with all these 
physical and social advantages must 
welcomed contrast with nineteenth-cen- 
tury devitalizing child labor and abuses, 
the longer work week and work day, the 
evils unemployment, the ruthless man- 
agement the interests profits, and 
other characteristics the nineteenth-cen- 
tury Industrial Revolution. the positive 
side, this has been accompanied urban- 
ization which, this sense, means pro- 
viding the great facilities museums, 
libraries, theaters, schools, and sports. 
the negative side means congestion 
population, tenements, and slum blighted 
areas, more juvenile delinquency, and the 
exploitation leisure time activities. 


Rejoice the Progress 
Even though the idea inevitable

tury thought. has lost much its popu- 
larity and force, the idea persists, and 
our social achievements, spite such 
negations were listed above are enu- 
merated with pride our politicians, our 
social engineers, our welfare workers. 
not the best all possible worlds, 
comes pretty near being so. The human 
race never had good. 


The World Technology and 
Communism 

But every once while are re- 
minded about the atom hydrogen 
bombs, guided missiles traveling 1500 
miles, and jet airplanes capable deliver- 
ing catastrophic destruction speed 
thousand miles hour. are 
reminded, too, that there exists the 
world dictatorial power built theory 
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world domination inevitable the social 
processes, but which its impatience 
unwilling wait for what says in- 
evitable but must hasten every trick 
and stratagem, infiltration and sub- 
version, cunning, deceit, and the perver- 
sion language, violence and brain- 
washing. The unabashed objective 
reduce the free peoples the world 
enslavement the service Godless 
inhuman Communism. All that lacking 
the opportunity use this power 
moment beguilement and deception 
free peoples.

school has had using aides overcome 
our teacher shortage.

was financial impossibility add 
full-time lay teacher the faculty. There 
were second and third graders one 
division and only one Sister, 
session was arranged. Happily, generous 
retired public school teacher offered her 
services, gratis. for half day teaching. 
She taught small groups the third grade 
arithmetic while Sister took the different 
reading and phonics classes. Then Sister 
had the second grade alone during the 
other half the day. 

There was also the problem what 
with the few children who lived 
too far away home during the half 
day when their class was not session. 
Here teachers’ aide was invaluable 
taking the small group and keeping them 
busy while the other grade was class. 
Games, playlets, drills, and assistance with 
school assignments kept these children 
happily and profitably occupied and made 
the split session possible.

Study Hall Duties 


The fourth and fifth graders and 
equal number sixth and seventh graders 
presented different situation. Half-day 
sessions were not feasible solutions for the 
crowded conditions these combined 
grades, and again, teachers’ aides came 
the rescue. Women the parish volun- 
teered preside “study halls” next 
door the regular classrooms. Singing, 
religion, and classes science were taught 
the double grades combined, but for 
the rest the periods, usually 
hour length, the grades were separated 
—one the classroom with Sister and 
the other the study hall with aide. 

small bell was rung the aide 
the conclusion the study period and 
the children filed out and returned 
their classrooms, and those the class- 
room picked their books and went 
the study hall. This exchange students 
was usually performed with more than 
the time ordinarily allowed for changing 
from one class another room with 
two grades. 

The benefits such program proved 
incalculable. While the Sisters were 
teaching arithmetic, for example, one 
grade, they were longer concerned with 
disciplinary problems caused the other 
grade. The latter pupils, turn, were 
not distracted the recitation another 
class during their own study period. One 
Sister observed that her schedule was kept 
more exactly when aide watched the 
clock and rang signal the end 


period. With the return the other grade 
from study hall, the teacher, who might 
tempted lengthen class—a com- 
mon enough temptation with the short 
reminded that time up. 

Another advantage the children’s fa- 
vor the opportunity changing their 
positions they transfer from room 
room. Their study habits, with 
supervision, should improve and afternoon 
dismissal should find the children with 
completed homework assignments almos' 
every subject. Another approach the 
same problem has been suggested which 
would keep the grades separated all 
times and call for exchange the 
teacher and the aide rather than the chil- 
dren. Necessary relaxation for the children 
could provided letting them stand 
and stretch walk once around the room. 
poses unused classrooms and would not 
possible without adequate room. How- 
ever, aid can given smaller groups 
limited space such halls and lunch- 
rooms. 


Typing and Clerical Work 

Generous mothers who volunteer aides 
usually enjoy doing little odd jobs which 
normally consume much 
time. Our aides have collected lunch money, 
sold school supplies, served classroom 
librarians, recorded grades, supervised re- 
cess periods, traced and cut out letters 
for borders and helped countless other 
tasks like these. Other aides, who cannot 
give time for presiding school, have 
typed permanent records, put names 
report cards, typed promotion slips and 
hectograph material for classwork, and 
thus saved uncounted hours the type- 
writer for the busy classroom teacher. 

The shortage teachers and increase 
students our parochial schools, may. 
and probably will continue present 
problem ratio which will never balance. 
But, with the generosity and co-operation 
teachers’ aides, the problem 
relieved and lightened way that will 
make teaching less the burden and more 
the joy that intended for 
religious teachers.

Thus 
Communists capitalize youth’s sponta- 
neity.

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can discover some more profitable way, 
however, employ youthful exuberance 
and action with perfect timing.

Whenever discouraging circumstances 
arise the practice her teaching profes- 
sion the religious has the tremendous satis- 
faction knowing that fulfilling the 
obedience given her her superiors she is, 
with all certainty, carrying out the will 
God. Being human the religious may 
fall short her ideal one two general 
ways: either she apathetic and disinter- 
ested her apostolate she will engage 
excessive activity which encroaches 
the proper fulfillment her personal ob- 
ligations the religious life. 

Both extremes interfere with the proper 
functioning the apostolate. the first 
case the religious definitely shirking her 
explicit duty which she assumed when she 
accepted her teaching assignment. The sec- 
ond, more common failing, case 
misplaced zeal. The apostolate always 
religious. comparatively easy for 
her consider some phase the teaching 
apostolate more urgent tangible and 
let this work supersede the obligations 
her daily community life. Rev. Vincent 
McCorry, S.J., has described this temp- 
tation:

The texts and workbooks used for these

the Elementary School 

the grade school I.Q. tests are given 
each year the third, fifth, and seventh 
grades. These form the basis the grade 
testing program. the fall was decided 
organize, for the four upper grades, 
special class phonics, more accurately, 
reading skills. Its purpose was offset 
the reading difficulties that had arisen from 
overcrowded classrooms. The 
this: for minutes each day the pupils 
would change rooms and class with 
pupils more their own reading 
level. There they would taught and 
reviewed basic skills. 

These divisions were made the basis 
various tests administered. Group 
consisted pupils ranging from grade 
levels 2.2—4.2; Group II, 4.4—6.3; 
were all those with reading levels 8.0 
13.6. For this last group the time was 
spent library period. These students 


were directed to, and encouraged read 
more challenging material. Supplementary 
books were borrowed from the public li- 
brary for them. 

Groups II, and III used the Charles 
Merrill Phonics Skilltests, books 
and These workbooks provide training 
word meaning, phonetic analysis, and 
ear training, word building, and dictionary 
skills. the classes went on, there seemed 
among the pupils, and proof this was 
evident when they were tested again 
March. the 148 pupils taking the 
phonetic work, per cent them had 
improved, some much two, three, 
four grade levels. 

After the March tests the pupils were 
re-grouped, and two groups were given 
reading periods. fifth group, the very 
poorest, were given special instruction, 
while the other two continued with the 
Phonics Skilltests. Another test adminis- 
tered about the end May, indicated 
additional improvement along the same 
lines. The final result was this: 
pupils with normal I.Q.’s who had reading 
deficiencies, per cent are now reading 
their own level, and another per 
cent are quite close being par. 


Objective Standards 

Another phase the testing program 
that proved successful was the opportunity, 
given both grade and high school parents 
see their youngsters’ scholastic profiles. 
the grades, achievement tests arith- 
metic and language were given April, 
and these results, along with the reading 
levels and general indications I.Q. were 
presented the parents. 


Guidance Teachers 

Finally, each teacher used the test re- 
sults review and drill her particular 
class what proved its weak points. 
This year’s test results will kept 
file, used next year dividing 
classes and giving further help those 
with remedial problems. tentatively 
planned that next year there will be, 
high school, special periods the basic 
skills language, addition the regular 
English classes.

The basis his thinking religious 
usually characterized pantheistic and 
mystic.

all things there lives and reigns eter- 
nal law. This all-controlling law neces- 
sarily based all-pervading, energetic, 
living, self-conscious, and hence eternal unity. 
This unity God. All things have come 
from the Divine Unity, from all 
things there lives and reigns the Divine Unity, 
God. The divine influence that lives 
each thing the essence each thing (p. 1). 

The full development and revelation 
this essence the function education. 


Self-Activity and Play 


The educational end achieved 
creativity, doing, giving body 
spirit and form thought—by self- 
activity. From his religious basis says: 

God creates and works productively 
uninterrupted continuity. God created 
man His own image, therefore man should 
create and bring forth like God (p. 30). 
And, more practically, says: 

learn thing life and through doing 
much more developing, cultivating, and 
strengthening than learn merely through 
the communication ideas (p. 279).

Symbolism 


One the major characteristics 
Froebel’s educational thinking 
extraordinary emphasis symbolism. 
was not adequate interpretation the 
great importance symbols education, 
but mystical, abstract symbolism be- 
yond the experience thought the 
child. The source this symbolism 
Froebel’s mysticism, though Dewey says 
may due (1) the inadequate 
edge the physiological and psychological 
principles child growth the time, and 
(2) the authoritarian character the 
political and social life, different from 
the spirit the kindergarten. Dewey’s 
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analysis the school situation has been 
generally accepted thus expressed: 

Practically all the child gets out its 
own physical and sensational meaning, plus, 
very often, glib facility phrases and 
attitudes that learns are expected him 
the teacher without, however, any men- 
tal counterpart. often teach insincerity, 
and instill sentimentalism and foster sensa- 
truths means symbols. 


Familial Education 


the very first page the Educa- 
tion Man Froebel says that the indis- 
pensable prerequisite perfect human 
education the union school and life, 
domestic and scholastic life. But more 
precisely states his principle: 

What the natural mother does incidentally, 
intermittently, and disconnectedly must 
learn with conscious intent and 
logical sequence. must recognize the reason 
method, and, without losing its naiveté, de- 
velop into systematic procedure its inciden- 
tal suggestions. 


“Come, Let Live With Our Children” 

Froebel emphasized practically the 
kindergarten the social co-operation the 
children and noted that co-operation was 
characteristic their play activities. 
thought this lifelong need men should 
emphasized beginning infancy. This 


the aspect Froebel’s teaching that 
especially influenced Dewey. Dewey says 
summarizing Froebel’s educational prin- 

The primary business school train 
children co-operative and mutually helpful 
living; foster them the consciousness 
mutual dependence; and help them prac- 
tically making the adjustment 
carry this spirit into overt acts. 


The Motive Power Child’s Impulses 


Dewey formulates another what 
summarizes the Froebellian educational 
principles which influenced him his 
school Chicago follows: 

That the primary root all educative ac- 
tivity the instinctive, impulsive, attitudes 
and activities the child, and not the 
presentation and application external mate- 
whether through the ideas others 
through the senses; and that, accordingly, 
numberless spontaneous activities children 
(plays, games, mimic efforts, even the appar- 
ently meaningless motions infants) 
hibitions previously ignored trivial, futile, 
even condemned positively evil are 
capable educational use; nay, are the foun- 
dation stones educational method. 


Noninterfering Education 


And perhaps one the most char- 
acteristic principles Froebel thus 
formulated the early pages the Educa- 
tion Man: 

Education should necessarily passive fol- 
lowing (only guarding and protecting) not 
prescriptive, categorical, and interfering (p. 7). 


The Principle Human Development 


The principle human development 
thus stated Froebel: 

The vigorous and complete development and 
cultivation each successive stage depends 
the vigorous, complete, and characteristic 
development each and all preceding stages 
The child, the boy, man, indeed 
should know other endeavor but 
every stage development wholly what this 
age calls for.

Methods Teaching Slower Students 


“That kid dumb!” “The poor guy 
doesn’t know enough come out 
the rain.” “Teach that moron? What does 
the boss think am?” Over and over again 
all have heard, even made, state- 
ments like these, simply because have 
class nonacademic general stu- 
dents boys who are bit the “slow” 
side yet not really mentally retarded. How 
often are tempted let them sit until 
they “get the ball.” wonder how 
many have ever stopped consider 
that each boy somebody’s son, po- 
tential parent, tomorrow’s voter, crea- 
ture God. These boys are not hopeless; 
they are challenge—a challenge that 
must met this country continue 
leading nation. 

For these students, propose that 
teach and develop our entire course around 
life situations. Omit the heavy, uninter- 
esting, and melancholy works and favor 
those packed with adventure, history, 
real life. Sell the course your own 
enthusiasm. Make the boys want it! 

Let examine some techniques. 
find out just how “slow” class is, may 
start September with discussion. For 
example, hot-rod drivers should have 
their license revoked for one year.” Sparks 
hands are raised, boys moan looks 
could kill, dead. Someone offers 
tically everyone the class has added his 
cents’ worth. Maybe the subject will 
exhausted ten minutes. Who cares? 
The class happy; they have voiced 
opinion and feel sense satisfaction 
talking about something they like. 
similar reactions accompany remarks such 
as: “Parents should supervise all teen-age 
recreation,’ year’s football team 
compare with last The re- 
sults are usually very good. 


Sales Talks 

Such discussions are the beginning 
speech. How most boys hate 
‘ormal lessons speech, first! find 
sales talk effective for all beginners. All 
were assigned sales talk 
two weeks. Each one had try 
“sell” his product the rest us, and 
invited bring samples his mer- 
for display demonstration. One 
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day had cigarettes, candy, auto parts, 
goods. foodstuff was 
“party” after the talk. Truthfully, was 
surprised the results and the pleasure 
obtained both the students and myself. 
Each week thereafter each student gave 
talk three four minutes length. 
January most the boys had made 
marked progress and even felt slighted 
not called upon peddle their wares. 
Other subjects used were: hobbies, ex- 
periences, jobs, current events, etc. 

keep the class their toes, rating 
system was introduced. Poise, self-con- 
fidence, correct usage, delivery, and degree 
which the subject was interesting were 
items the rating card. time, valuable 
constructive criticisms were made which 
definitely helped all us. 


Written Composition 

How about compositions? Who among 
doesn’t hate think it? Form, 
sentence structure, variety, punctuation. 
cope with the problem, used the fol- 
lowing method. One day picked 
pencil and asked the class orally tell 
all they could about it. They really 
can observe! listed all their observations 
the board and then with the class 
grouped the ideas until finally had writ- 
ten paragraph. It’s fun. Other subjects 
used this way were: the building across 
the street, maps, freshmen coming from 
lunch, etc. After week the stu- 
dents themselves were writing 25-word 
compositions. 

Especially interesting distinctly 
different are the covers The Saturday 
Evening Post. Bring cover class and 
then, with the class, write description 
the scene. Even the poorest student 
enjoys making verbal contribution. 
learn how use descriptive words skill- 
fully, have each boy bring advertisements 
from the local newspapers. This method 
has all sorts possibilities. 


Another interesting method have 
space skipped after each written line 
theme. Gather the papers, assign 
number each, cut the name off the 
paper, and then return them. Have the 
students then attempt correct the pa- 
per, putting their corrections the skipped 
lines. When the papers are finally returned 
their owners, oftentimes objections are 
raised and use these objections good 
take-off points for grammar rules. Gram- 
mar this way painless, since the stu- 
dents see real need for it. 


Approach Grammar 


Now for some grammar. The awful 
truth about grammar simply this: 
many cases must start from scratch 
and build all over again. None likes 
the idea plugging the same stuff year 
after year with apparent lasting results. 
plan used with certain amount 
success this: Write the following sen- 
tence the board. “Joe and quickly 
milked the black cow the barn.” Now 
take each word and show its relation 
every other word the sentence. Notice, 
the sentence contains seven the eight 
parts speech. the same method 
used daily, the results are not too slow 
coming. For example, the above sen- 
tence, established that the subject is, 
and Now, repeat the subject and 
ask the question Now you have 


predicate. Repeat the subject and 


predicate and ask again “what?” and the 
result finding the direct object. From 
here the rest the words are taken one 
one and the whole thing unit be- 
gins make sense even the slowest 
student. 

Similar ideas can developed for teach- 
ing sentence structure. For correct usage 
used workbook. Almost unanimously 
the boys groaned when work was assigned 
therein. combat that feeling, oftentimes 
studied together given section, then 
worked out the exercises and exchanged 
books for correction. Sometimes, too, 
would run grammar bee much like 
spelling bee. Usually when grammar be- 
came real must, changed off every 
fifteen minutes that didn’t become 
too boring. such, never assigned 
grammar exercise for homework. 
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What About Literature 


Literature subjective life and 
capable distortion and misunderstand- 
ing. working with “slow” students teach- 
ing literature can become real problem. 
make the most this year 
planned the work way that enabled 
read class sample each type 
literature just for enjoyment. After 
each selection discussed the material 
and found what was liked and disliked 
about it. After sample each type 
novel, short story, essay, poetry, drama 
had been read, started over again. This 
time studied and repeated the sample 
previously had, and then dictated 
notes the essentials and elements 
the type. Notes famous authors and 
bit interesting background were given. 
With this new equipment and entirely 
different view the material, read 
other samples. this way, the boys got 
thrill out what they did and enjoyed 
deep satisfaction being able pick 
out the various essentials. Oftentimes 
story suggested television presentation 
movie one more boys had seen 
and discussion followed. this 
way the class was usually enthusiastic. 
For poetry attempted bit choral 
work and the boys took well. Some- 
times brought recordings famous 
poems class and listened them 
and then tried imitate the reader. The 
boys really went for Kipling’s “Boots.” 


Grading the Student 


seems the practically impossible task 
measuring student participation during 
given six-week period. This year used 
checking system the problem. 
students listed and series squares 
was drawn after each name. student 
asked question, question mark was 
placed the blank square after his name. 
answered question asked him, 
was written the square the 
answer was correct. the answer was 
incorrect, then was put the 
first blank square after his name. Each day 
gave this sheet one several re- 
sponsible boys and collected immediately 
after the period. the minute two 
between classes rapid glance the sheet 
indicated the boys whom should call 
upon that day and the results were good. 
Then, too, the students perked when 
they realized that they were actually given 
credit for participating. 

working with “slow” classes used 
form testing which proved very satis- 
factory. gave short quiz, sometimes 
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hectographed, sometimes dictated put 
the board, the beginning every 
class. This method has several advantages: 
each boy ready for work, because before 
class arranges quarter sheet paper, 
pencil, etc., and the usual daydreaming 
and squirming thus eliminated. Another 
advantage: written homework generally 
real problem. When can possibly 
graded? And are never sure that was 
not copied the local snack bar. The 
daily quiz almost entirely cancels the need 
for written homework. The quiz covers the 
material taken the previous day and any 
work that was assigned for study home.

fulness and simple beauty criterion for 
home furnishings. 

tell ourselves September that our 
pupils will reach appreciation sim- 
plicity and harmony line and color 
that they can plan restful home, place 
which will delight one and which 
may invite his friends. marriage and 
family living classes, too, expect our 
students acquire knowledge the value 
human life, respect for the 
matrimony, determination nothing 
violate that sacredness thwart 
individual’s right birth and loving 
care after birth. 

Finally, expect girls who take 
homemaking courses from actually 
learn how plain things beautifully 
how bake bread and pies and dough- 
nuts, since God Himself founded the super- 
natural upon the natural. expect them 
know how make tea towels ana 
aprons, dresses and buttonholes, and how 
handle modern equipment without over- 
working the electrician. endeavor 
help them work with what they have 
rather than desire every gadget the 
market but the same time know the 
labor-saving devices 
provides. want enrich them mind 
and spirit, too, that while the machine 
doing some the physical work Grand- 
mother used with her hands, the 
heart also doing the spiritual enriching 
Grandmother did under greater difficulties 
than ours.

Suggestions for Band and Orchestra 


“Music gift bestowed the gener- 
osity God upon men, and should 
turn lead men God and help them 
walk His presence the observance 
His commandments.”

Our aim Christian educators and ac- 
cording Christian philosophy lead 
the individual union with God. Only 
when man’s intellectual powers seek truth, 
his volitional powers choose good, and his 
emotional powers seek beauty the whole 
man only for this world 
but also for eternity. Music not 
educates the senses sight and sound 
and trains individuals habits accu- 
racy. but also develops the soul man 
those powers which dominate his mo- 
tives and direct his will. has power 
change tears smiles; awaken goodness 
and truth man fashion high 
ideals; and, elevate the soul the 
very throne God. Christian music 
therefore, must plan develop 
the whole child presenting many op- 
portunities for desirable and timely experi- 
ences with music both and out school.

Organization and Motivation 


Perhaps you are new teacher entering 
school its first music director. Besides 
the chorus class, you will expected 
start band and perhaps orchestra. 
Since this department new least 
undeveloped, you must not only make 
complete survey the situation but im- 
mediately begin take the proper steps 
for its organization. Music directors are 
usually well prepared meet such situ- 
ations and will able handle them 
most effectively from past experience 
with the aid band and orchestra hand- 
bocks. Since not intention 
advise direct but only offer sugges- 
tions this article, shall not into 
detail the actual organization band 
orchestra. take for granted that 
every music director has received sufficient 
education along these lines. 

Besides the ordinary ways securing 
publicity through the local newspaper 
school paper, for instance, also use 
all the bulletin boards the school for 
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colorful demonstrations what the school 
band really and what means the 
individual socially, morally, and spiritually. 
These posters talk for themselves. The ad- 
vantages and objectives are again explained 
when make personal visits the class- 
rooms contact students individually. 
When teachers are really enthusiastic 
over our work doesn’t take much 
instill that same interest students. 


Musical Aptitude Tests 

The problem getting the right pupils 
started the right instruments very 
important one, and every measure possi- 
ble should planned and executed toward 
this one aim. Since musical aptitude is. 
itself, combination talents that 
individual possesses for the three basic 
elements music, namely, rhythm, 
and melody, believe that some sort 
musical aptitude test should given stu- 
dents the very first week school. These 
tests are great value educationally, 
they are aid the music teacher 
discovering the potentialities students 
enrolled for instrumental classes. Since 
these are tests ability only, 
success music will depend greatly upon 
the development this ability. Besides 
showing the pronounced tendencies stu- 
dents, the tests likewise give the director 
definite information regarding the strong 
and weak tendencies other pupils, thus 
affording him the opportunity give nec- 
essary aid the individual. The results 
these tests likewise aid the teacher 
assigning pupils groups which they 
are most likely succeed well 
determine which students should given 
preference the assignment school- 
owned instruments. 


Qualifications for Success 
One our great music educators has 
said, “Musical talent per cent inspir- 
ation and per cent Young- 
sters, however, usually not object 
perspiration the energy expended 
enjoyable manner. Success instru- 


ment depends too upon certain physical 
characteristics which I’m sure all band 
directors take special notice. After con- 
sidering such details upper and lower 
even teeth for flute, sax, clarinet players, 
and this plus well-formed muscular lips 
for the brass students, think special 
attention should given ease tone 
production, good tone quality and charac- 
and alertness pitch discrimination 
good intonation. These should some 
the essential requirements all pupils 
wishing participate band orchestra 
any musical organization. 

The music director must watch that his 
choice instrumentation will give good 
balance, blend, tonality, and color his 
music organization. Poor balance between 
choirs and sections listed conductor’s 
The most obvious and annoying examples 
poor balance are those between melody 
line and accompaniment, and 
afterbeat type accompariment. This 
type should more than heard. 


Beginning Important 


The importance getting the band 
orchestra started right cannot 
emphasized. Students need something 
keep their interests after they are 
once initiated into the program. Most 
music directors use class group instruc- 
tion, first for economy. and second for 
the rapidity with which playing band 
orchestra can developed. class 
clarinets, for instance. can 
individual pupil. From the very first 
participants group instruction learn 
think and play unit which soon de- 
velops into real musical organization. 
think playing with others group keeps 
the student alert and helps him concentrate 
his music.

few pointers class procedure 
teaching beginners clarinet may 
general interest here. sometimes pos-

Stress smoothness thumb mo- 
tion, ease slurring upward, keeping the 
same volume, proper breath support, and 
good embouchure tension. not allow 
biting high notes.

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Weekly Instructions Religion 


When statistics report the needs souls, 
they are important. the present time, 
some 40,000 special religion classes are 
being conducted the United States. The 
pupils attending them number more than 
million. Contrast the glory the work 
done with the obstacles it; let 
consider few. 


Obstacles 

Teaching religion but once week 
makes least seven times harder 
absorbed than favorite programs 
scheduled daily. Advertisements heard three 
and four times during one program are 
even more deeply impressed. 

The fact that reference made 
religion connection with any other sub- 
ject the child’s own school ostracizes 
from the pupil’s normal living. tends 
appear odd and strange. 

The parents most the pupils, 
also rural origin, received only weekly 
monthly instructions their youth. 
fact, the only instructions some parents 
received were the few weeks before their 
wedding. Therefore, these parents are cap- 
able giving only limited explanations 
their children. 

The frequent grouping four differ- 
ent grades into one instruction class makes 
impossible speak one level. The 
first group, the have often not 
even heard that there God. Then 
there are those who are receive their 
First Communion, and finally the more 
advanced, one dare speak so, who have 
made their First Communion. 

Many times these instructions cannot 
given classroom, but must take 
place the body damp little church, 
stuffy, dusty choir loft, cigar-box sized 
sacristy, someone’s living room, big 
odorous barn. This type locale makes 
‘eaching and learning more difficult than 
ordinary circumstances. 

Facilities are practically nil, that 
whatever teaching aids are necessary must 
brought the teacher. 

Finally (the word “finally” not 
there are other difficulties but 
stating them like this makes one 
something about them), there 
the transportation angle. 

Taking these problems, one one, 
reverse order, hope offer few 
suggestions that have been found helpful.

Good, 
there space some place between the 
front and back bumpers, pack with you.

son’s voice for hour. helps bring 
along your portable record player and your 
religious records. 

Most teachers have quite collection 
odd crayons and half-used pencils which 
have accumulated through the years. That 
box will find its way into your instruction 
period; even your scissors will needed 
times. 

your are fortunate enough have 


access film library, wonderful. Bring 
your slide projector and film occasionally. 
But don’t forget extension cord. Yes, 
works fairly well the side barn, 
least well some those blinky 
sets when airplane flies overhead. 
even works the tiny cigar-box sacristy. 
Just pull down the dirty brown window 
shade, and presto, you have your screen. 
The pictures are dwarfed, and the pupils 
must stand football huddle see 
them, but they will entranced the 
mere fact that Christ integral part 
their modern living.

You can see that providing these 
things, you are eliminating, least 
part, problem No. You have transformed 
the church choir loft, into classroom.

These older children 
cannot work their catechism each week, 
because impossible (at least have 
found so) teach one complete lesson 
week.

One item busywork should never 
omitted. least few weeks each year 
can most profitably spent teaching 
the child meditate: speak our 
Lord his own words, his own level, 
his own interests, and friend 
friend.

One Time 

have found best with five-year-olds, 
after initial experimenting getting ac- 
quainted with the instruments, have 
each child play the same instrument for 
few weeks time. easier for 
them learn play rote, and keep 
time they not have adjust 
new instrument each time. Some will ask 
change sooner than others; but most 
little children like stay with familiar 
instrument for while. have had some 
who always wanted play the same in- 
strument, and discovered that most in- 
stances this was due timidity, and that 
such children could helped enjoy 
other instruments. 

often said that best use the 
piano one plays, rather than records. 
true that the piano much more 
adaptable the needs and mood the 
group; but there good reason for 
making use records, other than that 
one play the piano, doesn’t 
have the use one, namely that you can 
often keep closer contact with the children, 
and pay more attention directing them 
when using record. 

Second and third grade children can play 
from scores; younger children depend upon 
playing. Complicated arrangements 
cannot used; best have one 
two instruments play with the piano for 
parts piece that seem appropriate 
the instrument. Another source material 
les nursery rhymes, set music, 
simple songs, and choric speech verses. 
important stress light, pleasant 
tone, that the children not strain 
voices, and makes for much better 
playing. the children find difficult 
sing and play, those not playing 
siven time may sing while the players 
their attention playing.

Home economics teachers must live with 
today, stressed Rev. Trafford Maher, 
director the department education 
St. Louis University, addressing the tenth 
annual conference the National Catholic 
Council Home Economics. 

Too often school administrators, living 
nostalgically the past; they not appreci- 
ate the sensitivity home-economics courses 
the total high school curriculum, but they 
regard home emonomics “pocket for 
people who cannot succeed other (high 
school) work.” Actually apology needed 
for home-economics courses the teacher 
living with today and getting people ready 
for tomorrow, affirmed. 

“The facts are that our culture has never 
changed rapidly now, yet the capacity 
deal with change has not kept up,” con- 
tinued. People are not directly changed 
technological advances; however automation 
has had indirect influence lessening the 
sense obligation the home, family 
memberships and interrelationships, stated. 
Psychologically, the mother’s role changing 
rapidly and becoming more managerial 
move toward matriarchial society. 
advised teachers think terms the 
double income and what means women 
home. Approximately third American 
wives are employed full part time outside 
the home. 

“With four-day work week for men, 
fathers will have more vital influence 
their children. Boys will need home economic 
skills,” asserted Father Maher. More leisure 
presents another problem our changing 
society. “Americans handle leisure very badly,” 
explained, “because are not comfortable 
dealing with ideas.” 

Earlier, Very Rev. Paul Reinhert, 
president St. Louis University, had wel- 
comed some 240 nuns and lay teachers the 
NCCHE conference held Xavier High 
School, St. Louis, Mo., June 1957.

School Finance: Its Theory and 
Practice 


William Everett Rosenstengel and Jef- 
ferson Eastmond (New York: The Ronald 
Press Company, 1957), pp., illus- 
trated, $6.50. 

Rosenstengel and Eastmond have contrib- 
uted interesting and valuable addition 
the limited, but growing, literature school 
finance. practical and readable volume, 
the authors treat both school finance and 
school business administration; they have 
divided their analysis into four sections: (1) 
the principles school finance, (2) the meth- 
ods financing public education, (3) the 
management school funds, and (4) the 
management special problems school 
finance. This last section considers employee 
welfare, insurance, plant records, supplies, 
equipment, and transportation. Sixty per cent 
the text devoted school business 
management. 

Most readers will recognize the influence 


the senior author throughout the volume. Dr. 
Rosenstengel coauthor the basic study 
the duties school business managers 
published previously the American School 
Board Journal, and is, also, coauthor 
recent textbook secondary school admin- 
istration which places heavy stress the 
responsibility principals for school business 
administration and school plant management. 

The authors obviously did not intend 
present exhaustive analysis each facet 
ot school Dusiness administration, Dut rather 
offer introduction and overview the 
many areas involved school business man- 
agement. This fact also suggested the 
rather brief bibliographies the end the 
chapters when more 
could easily have been developed and might 
text. The authors not take cognizance 
the evolving role the school business 
manager, although their text 
sumably used training such specialists. 
The whole subject cost studies dismissed 
single paragraph. Specific concepts like 
cash, accural and/or modified accural basis 
for accounting are not defined; single versus 
double entry bookkeeping not mentioned, 
nor are definitions distinguishing equipment 
and supplies included. 

The chapter financial accounting based 
extensively Financial Accounting, 
Office Circular 204 (revised 
August, 1948). This circular has been re- 
placed (as February, 1957) with new 
handbook, Financial Accounting for Local 
and State School Systems: Standard Receipt 
and Expenditure Accounts. modest delay 
the release this text school finance 
would have made possible incorporate 
the appropriate changes the new manual 
into the book. result, the Rosenstengel- 
Eastmond book does not incorporate the 
benefits this five-year study School 
Accounting sponsored the Office 
Education. 

unfortunate, also, that the authors 
have overlooked the outstanding contribution 
the Association School Business Officials 
the United States and Canada the areas 
discussed their book. The annual proceed- 
ings ASBO; their monthly 
School Business Affairs, and special com- 
mittee publications are landmarks 
business management that should 
sulted every administrator and cited and 
used references writers the field. 

the other hand, the entire volume 
profusely illustrated with forms which can 
employed preserve data essential 
recording school revenues and expenditures. 
The extensive attention forms which facili- 
tate school business management es- 
pecially valuable feature this volume. 
chapters pertaining directly school finances 
are presented compact, interesting man- 
ner, and without the laborious 
quently characterizing this type discussion. 

Rosenstengel and Eastmond have written 
readable textbook, profusely illustrated, 
major value administrators who are pri- 
marily interested brief introduction 
school finance and general familiarity with 
school business management. The limitations 
inherent this volume restrict its value for 
the practitioner for use specialized 
courses designed train 
managers.

Protection against damage and loss from 
fire and allied circumstances does not con- 
stitute complete program property 
insurance. Several additional areas prop- 
erty protection should considered the 
school insurance portfolio adequate 
the event normal property destruc- 
tion. Administrators Catholic institutions 
should also consider these types prop- 
erty coverage: burglary, robbery, and theft 
insurance, boiler insurance, and 
surance. 


Burglary, Robbery, and Theft 
Insurance 


increased number illegal entries 
into school property the post-World 
War period focused special attention 
the importance burglary, robbery, 
and theft coverage the school insurance 
portfolio.

Nearly all casualty insurance com- 
panies employ standard policy form 


which provides for extensive inspection 
service. This inspection service probably 
one the most valuable aspects the 
insurance policy. The inspection intends 
detect potentially hazardous conditions 
which might exist within the equipment 
employed the school for the purpose 
making recommendations that repairs 
initiated order avoid accidents. 
The standard policy agrees cover: 
(1) loss property the insured directly 
damaged accident (as defined 
the policy) any insured boiler, pressure 
vessel, machine, other piece appa- 
ratus; (2) for the reasonable extra cost 
temporary repair and expediting the 
repair such damaged property; (3) such 
amounts the insured shall become ob- 
ligated pay for his liability for the 
damage property others caused 
the accident; (4) such amounts 
insured shall become obligated pay for 
his liability for bodily injuries, including 
death, suffered members the public 
because the accident; and (5) for ad- 
ditional indirect losses, such business 
interruption, and consequential loss busi- 
ness provided for endorsement. 
greater portion the premium dollar 
spent the protective service the 
case boiler insurance than for payments 
direct losses. The occasion visit 
the inspector examine the power 
plant should viewed the principal 
additional phase the school safety 
program. Engineering advice and periodic 
inspection should recognized and wel- 
comed one the major returns for the 
premiums expended for boiler insurance.
